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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

1. This Office Action is in response to the Response/ Amendment filed on February 15 th , 
2005. New claims 7-9 are added. Claims 1-9 are now pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. For example, in regard to claims 1 and 7, the newly amended subject matter " wherein 
said priority parameter including priority information, a port number and IP address from an 
application with a higher priority on control information yulnerable to delay than image data " is 
not properly described in the application as filed on pages 5 to 7 of the specification. It also 
leaves a doubt as to the scope of the subject matter, which applicant regards as the invention, 
because the person of ordinary skill in the art would not know how the priority parameter can 
include "priority information, a port number and IP address from an application mth a higher 
priority on control information yulnerable to delay than image datd\ Therefore, the claim will

raise in question and fails to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments filed on February 1 5 th , 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant mainly argues that Kiiskinen, Jani et aL ("Data Channel Service for Wireless 
Telephone Links", 01-1996, Department of Computer Science of Helsinki, Series of Publications 
C, Report C-1996-1; hereinafter refer as 'Kiiskinen') fails to disclose the specific features upon 
which Applicant relies, which provide on Figure 1 and pages 5 to 7 of the specification . 
Examiner respectfully disagrees because the newly amended subject matter " wherein said 
priority parameter including priority information, a port number and IP address from an 
application with a higher priority on control information vulnerable to delay than image data " is 
not properly described in the application as filed, on pages 5 to 7 of the specification. Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181 t 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993), 

In regard to claims 1 and 7, it recites the limitation "priority parameter including priority 
information, a port number and IP address from an application with a higher priority on control 
information vulnerable to delay than image data ", that leaves a doubt as to the scope of the 
subject matter, which applicant regards as the invention, because the person of ordinary skill in 
the art would not know how the priority parameter can include "priority information, a port 
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number and IP address from an application with a higher priority on control information 
vulnerable to delay than image data". Therefore, the claim will raise in question and fails to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claims 2-6 and 8-9 are rejected as by virtue of their dependence from claim 1 .
